NxwBEnir, N. C., June 9. 
The correspondent who wrote you from 
this place, under date of May 31, labors 
under a few mistakes. The house of Mr. 
Bray, which was burned, as stated in that 
letter, was set on fire, not by soldiers, but 
by one of the slaves, who subsequently re- 
turned with a handtal of abolition sympa- 
thising soldiers, and abducted the handsome 
brunette of “sweet sixteen.’’ A strict 
search is now being instituted for these 
men, and if found (they disguised their 
uniforms with false regimental numbers 
and letters) they will be severely dealt with 
by General Burnside, who is greatly indig- 
nant at tbe outrage. The letter also states 
that these soldiers belonged to a Massachu- 
setts regiment. Now, whether they did or 
not is unknown; but the statement casts a 
reflection on the Massachusetts regiments 
which is most undeserved. 

There is a general impression that troops 
from the old Bay State were of Abolition 
sympathies and tendencies, whereas tbe 
truth is that the Massachusetts Abolition- 
ists are now at home, and the Massachu- 
setts Union men, whether Republicans or 
Democrats, are here and elsewhere fighting 
the battles of their country. It is signifi- 
cant that the regiments in this department 
hold Governor Andrew in utter contempt 
for his late proclamation. It is true that in 
these regiments there are a few men of Ab- 
olition principles, and one of them here in 
Newborn used to lecture at Collyer’s nigger 
meetings. But he and his fellow Abolition- 
ists are the subjects of continual ridicule 
among their comrades. If an enumeration 
were made to-morrow, not one in fifty of 
our soldiers would prove to be an Abolition- 
ist, or of Abolition sympathies. 

'The “most unkindest cut of all" in the 
letter, however, is the reflection contained 
in the first paragraph, where it is stated 
the Abolitionists have met with less favor 
under Governor Stanly than they did under 
Gen. Burnside. Now the writer must be 
perfectly unacquainted with Gen. Burnside 
and a complete stranger to his policy. I can 
but repeat here what 1 have written before, 
that Gen. Burnside, in conducting the cam- 
paign in North Carolina, has totally ignored 
slaves and slavery. Under the instrne- 
tions from Washington, which have been 
given to all the Generals of the Union 
army, he retains the slaves of disloyal men 
as contraband of war; bnt he does not re- 
strain the loyal master from seeking out 
and taking l^k his runaways. Hia policy 
does not, therefore, clash with Gov. Stanly’s, 
and he does not countenance Abolitionists 
when they come here as such. 

Ijetter flrom North Caroliiut. 

The following letter was received in Bos- 
ton; 

Nbwbern, N. C., June 4, 1862. 
As this day is raining very heavily, and 
that I have some leisure, I thought I would 
write you a few lines to inform you of our 
movements in this locality. In a letter I 

sent to Mr. , I gave a sketch of a 

skirmish we had with the rebels. Since 
thennothingof interest has occurred, except 
the withdrawing of all the regiments that 
were on picket duty in the vicinity of New- 



Owx.vTO!i, June 16, 1862. 

At a public meeting, unusually large, of 
the citiieas of Owen county, held at the 
Courthouse in Owenton, Benjamin Haydon 
was called to the chair, and W. H. Sanford 
elected secretary. The Hon. E. F. Nuttall 
highly entertained the large assembly in a 
speech of some half hour's length. The 
following gentlemen were appointed a com- 
mittee to draft resolutions, who, after retir- 
ing, reported tbe following, which were 
adopted separa^y and unanimously, ex- 
cept the second, to which there was one, and 
only one, dissenting voice. 

Rftolvtd, 1. That the State of Kentucky is 
still in the Union, and that as cititens of 
Owen county we owe our allegiance to the 
Government of the United States, tbe State 
of Kentucky, and the laws passed in obe- 
dience thereto. 

2. That it is the duty of every citizen of 
Owen county, when called on, to aid any 
officer of the United States, or other person 
acting under kis authority, in tbe execution 
of all orders, civil or military. 

8. That we hereby solemnly pledge our- 
selves that we will not aid or assist any 
person in going to or from the Confederate 
army, nor will we advise any person to join 
the same. 

4. That we pledge ourselves at all times, 
and in every necessary and suitable man- 
ner, to contribute either men or means to 
suppress all encampments of enemies to the 
United States within the borders of this 
county, and if any such encampments should 
be made, wowill join the forces of tbe United 
States to capture, kill or expel them from 
our borders. 

5. That the formation of guerrilla parties 
in this county is in opposition to the moral 
sense of every right-minded man in our 
community, and we appeal earnestly and 
imploringly to every citizen to exert all his 
influence and power to crush out all such 
designs. 

6. That F. Brown, G. Garnett, E. F. Nut- 
tall, J. H. Ritsly, W. A. Sandford, Hal. 
Moore, W. R. Roberts, Wm. Teal and T. W. 
Stain be, and are hereby appointed, a com- 
mittee on behalf of this meeting to ask of 
the military authorities at Louisville, Ky., 
the release of all the citizens of Owen, now 
imprisoned there, upon their taking the 
oath of allegiance and executing such bond 
or bonds as may be required of them, if 
consistent with propriety and safety to the 
country. 

7. That the Louisville Democrat and 
Journal are respectfully asked to publish 
these proceedings. 

The meeting was then favored with a 
short speech from Hon. Thos. A. Berryman, 
and, on motion, a4journed.

Before RicimoND. — One of the editors 
of tbe Tribune, Mr. Wilkinson, writing 
from the “Seven Pines,” speaks in regard to 
General McClellan as follows: 

If 1 could go back for three or four 
months, with the advantages of my present 
military experience, I should not cease to 
urge the policy of strengthening McClellan. 

I know now that this policy was wise. The 
division of armies and multiplication of 
commands has ever been a rot in the vigor 
of war. If Napoleon left any legacy to the 
science of which he was a master, it was the 
concentration of forces, and the striking 
an enemy with overwhelming numbers, or 
with a rapidity of successive blows that 
stun while they surprise. It would have 
been economical, humane and politic to have 
given to McClellan aU the disposable troops 
north and west of the Ohio, when he com- 
menced the invasion of Virginia. He could 
then have broken through theoen ter of the pe- 
ninsula defenses stretching from Yorktown 
to Lee's Mills — have saved the time lost in the 
siege preparations before Yorktown — have 
overwhelmed the fugitive enemy on the 
road and in their imperfrctly occupied de- 
fenses at Williamsburg — have chased them 
right up to Richmond, if he did not scatter 
them forever right and left of the way, and 
would have spent in the capital city of the 
rebellion, with useful political effect, the 
weary weeks wasted in an unequal struggle 
with the rain and mud of the peninsula 
swamps, and would have kept in life and 
health, under Richmond's sheltering roofs, 
the thousands of soldiers who have una- 
voidably sickened and died in this un- 
healthiest and most difficult country that a 
civilized army ever operated in. The past 
is gone. But the present is with us, and if 
any part of it can be used to rectify the 
fearful mistake of weakening McClellan, 
in God’s name let it be so used, and used 
on the instant! 

It is a wonder that the Tribune would 
publish such a letter, so bitter is it in its 
hostility to McClellan.

W ell, slave property woe never mors inse- 
cure in the revolted Btstoe than at present 
This is confessed. The commerce of the 
world, for more than a year, has been cut 
off. They have no ships, and nothing to sell 
if they hod them. 

These, however, while they show the im- 
possibility of their national auccess, do not 
lift up the vail that hides the revolting 
scenes of individual misery and depravity.

So one of 
the men called a negro and asked him what 
he would charge to bring a load of knap- | 
socks to such a place ? His answer was, 
“ Five dollars.” The black extortioner 
knew we could not get another wagon at 
the time, and that made him feel independ- 
ent. Of course, we employed him. The 
horse and wagon he hod l^loaged to his 
former master, who hod ran away when the 
rebel army left Newbern. This is only an 
instance out of many. Every little thing 
they bring into camps to peddle is sold at 
enormous prices. For very small lemons 
or oranges they will charge ten cents each. 
They remark very often that the Yankees 
have plenty of money. These are the indi- 
viduals about whom there is such a commo- 
tion in Congress.
